Tho dance of spec- 
ulation IIM nowadays grown to be so rapfci 
that no court is kept of the step*. 
Tho 


board was lately reported to havo turned 
over M much wheat in one day M the whole 
state of Illinois harvest* in a twelvemonth. 
Its speculative hogs outnumber two to ono 
the live hogs in the United States, and it is 
safe to say that the board raises five bushels 
of groin to ovory ono that is produced by the 
fanners of tho West. Securities have 1m- 
oomo M staple an article of production with 
us M wheat, cotton, oil or hogs. Ono mil- 
lion dollars' worth a day of now stocks and 
bonds in needed in prosperous years to sup- 
ply tho demands of tho Now York stock ex- 
change, and its annual transactions are 
nearly thrioe the taxable valuation of all tho 
personal property iu tho United States, 


One of tho tilings Uiat would bo now to 


Solomon, if ho lived to-day, is the part 
playod by tho modern exchange in tho dis- 
tribution of tho product* of labor, and tho 
redirtribntion of wealth. Tho honest indus- 
try that builds up our greatest fortunes i« 
raffling wheat and |»rk on tho Chicago board 
of trado, mining on tho San Francisco stock 
exchange, building railroads in Wall street, 
sinking oil wells in William stroot, and pick- 
ing cotton in Hanover scjuaro. While tho 
text books of the science of exchange arc 
describing in Infantile prattle tho Imaginary 
trade of prohistorio trout for pre-Adamito 
vonison between tho "flrnt hunter" and-tho 
"first fisherman," the industry of the cotton 
plantation, the oil fields, and tho farm i* bo- 
ing overlaid by an apparatus of exchanges 
which will provo an extremely interesting 
study to the Ilicardo of, say, the twenty- 
fifth century.

No ono can understand tho "comer" 
who doe* not comprehend tho development 
and reach of theoxehangos of our titno, Tho 
manufacture of price*, liko other modern in- 
dustries, is being concentrated into vast es- 
tablishment*, and thorn aro pawing under tho 
rulo of bawos and syndicates. Tho markets, 
liko political parties, aro run by tbo machine. 
Tho people ore losing tho power of making 
prices M well M nominations.

In twenty years tho sparrow in America 


has increased so that it Is now dlftkmlt to 
find a section of tho country from Boston to 
San Francisco which lias not Its chirping, 
saucy sparrow, fighting in tho roadway or 
making a meal from tho droppings in tho 
street. Thoy are not migratory, but remain 
tho year through whorovor thoy may bo, 
whether in tho gulf states or Canada. Every* 
where he is tho sarno, and everywhere ho has 
bitter enemies and most nrdont f Mends. It 
fa claimed that ho Is and is not a fruit eater; 
that-ho does and does not drivo away native 
Urds; that ho Is and is not an insectivorous 
bird, and each of thoao directly opposite con- 
ohisions to supported by any quantity of ob- 
servations. Sparrows by tho hundred hare 
boon dissected in all HOOSOMH, and their maws 
found filled with grain or Insects, as tho op- 
erator was a simrrow-phobo or a mtarrow- 
philo.

Dr. T. M. Brewer, tho Iloston imtumllrt, 


hat been, tho aroat nparrow advotnte. Hit 
death left tho birds without any prominent 
defender, while Dr. Elliot COUOM, of the 
Smithsonian institution, has boon tho leadof 
of those who are writing down tho sparrow, 
Many of the states havo outlawed tho little 
bird, and exposed him to (daughter by who- 
ever may oar* for the work. 


The charge* against tho birds, briefly stated, 


ar*4hatthey perform very inefficiently tho 
workrtaey were imported to dd; thoy attack, 
dispossess, drive away and sometimes actu- 
ally kill various native birds which are much 
more insectivorous than themselves, and 
which might do bettor service if equally en- 
couraged; they commit depredations in the 
kitchen garden, tho orchard, and tho grain"

pleasant to many persons, and thoy have at 
prosent.no natural ouomies and no check 
upon their limitless increase.

All at once, however, the Yankton 
people, who have all along been 
Uating tho sweets of capital Iifef 
have dlseovorod that tho enactment 
of the law creating tho capital com- 
mission was accompanied by a vast 
deal of legislative crookedness, and 
upon which the court has pronounced 
its deeittion adversely to ihe claims 
of Bismarck.

Mormon Apostles Defy Congress 


—Strong1 Language From the 
Pillars of the Church 
The Fifty-third semi-annual con- 


ference of the Mormon Church met 
it Salt Lake City Saturday. 
The 


forenoon session was addressed by 
Apostles Taylor, Young and Grant 
John Taylor, President of the church 
was the first speaker. He gave a 
description of the church, its officers 
and their duties. They were agents 
of God on tho earth to carry out His 
works. He said God would sustain 
His people and /ion would grow and 
ro'ga fo'over, Hobern J. Grant,one 
of tbo new apostloa appointed last 
year, followed Taylor, and zealously 
advocated polygamy and tithe pay- 
ing, 
Ho said after the passage [of 


tho Edmunds law polygamists pro 
leasing to bo good Latter Day Saints 
had put away their wives and sent 
them to their mothers. He had ut- 
ter contempt for such men. He had 
moro respect for a Gontile or a 
Methodist, avowed enemies, than he 
had for Latter Day Saints frighten- 
ed by a law passed by Congress. 
Such men should bo prosecuted. 
The young apo»tlo appeared to bo 
Ignorant of the tact that John Tay- 
lor, President of tho church, WAS the 
first to send his wives away after the 
passage of tbo law, and did not call 
them together again until the church 
concluded to test its constitution- 
ality. 
, 


Bi-ighain Young, Jr., followed, 


stating the powers of darkness were 
strengthening to overthrow the 
Church of God; that there never was 
a time when they needed the power 
of the spirit, but no power on earth 
could overthrow the Saints, and 
stronger revolutions than those they 
had received wore yet to come. Geo. 
Q, Cannon spoke in the same strain 
and said nothing but the spirit of 
God is sufficient to givo them wis- 
dom to guide thorn. God had res- 
cued them from impending danger 
several times within the past six 
months. Ho spoke of the growth of 
tho church and the several templet 
being built in the Territory, and laid 
God was, providing plans to preserve 
the saints. The apostles now Mid 
all the powers of heaven and hell 
could not prevail against tbe saints, 
and they would go on prospering. 
The attendance is large, and the 
meetings show the determination of 
tho church to stand by polygamy.

The nature of such a voyage may be 
judged from tbe following editorial 
article in a recent Issue of tho Times- 
Democrat announcing the progress 
of preparations for the journey;: 


Florida may almost be said to 


have been discovered during the last 
fifteen years, for it is witbin that 
time that the State has come to be 
the resort and abode of thousands of 
Northern people, and the orange 
culture has grown into a groat in- 
dustry. 
During this period the 


State has steadily grown in re- 
sources, and the growth bids fair to 
be continuous. Neverlheieas, ft largo 
part of the Southern portion of Flor- 
ida remains an "undiscovered coun- 
try," In December last the Times- 
Democrat sent out an expedition, 
which succeeded in passing down 
the Kissimmee Elver into Lake 
Okeechobee and thence through the 
Caloosahatchie River into the Gulf 
of Mexico. This expedition made 
valuable discoveries. It is now our 
purpose to send out another expedi 
tion to explore the famous Ever 
glades, which are now quite as un 
known to the civilized world as wore 
tho wilds of Africa previous to the 
expedition c.f Stanley* in quest of 
Livingstone. 
Several attempts to

When the 
general government' sought to re- 
move the Indians to fcheir reserva- 
tions, many of different tribos lied in 
to the Everglades, and it is tit! mated 
that 700 or 800 are now living there, 
Only 80 appear upon the roll of tho 
census, because no census officer has 
been able to penetrate the wilder- 
ness. Indian hunters come out with 
bear, deer, and panther skins, ebow- 
ng that the Everglades inu«t con- 
tain good hunting grounds." A num- 
ber of negroes, say 30 or 40, arc 
known to 1» held by tbo Indians. 
They speak the Indian tongue, wear 
the drodi of Indian women and are 
made to do the women's work. Those 
negroea are evidently tho progeny 
of runaway slaves, who escaped be- 
fore or daring the civil war, and are 
•till held inilivery 


Only one missionary avar attempt- 


ed. to carry tho news of I/in coin'* 
proclamation into tho Everglades; 
he left the border of tho Indian 
country with great speed. A few 
months ago Chief Tiger Tail beorftue 
displeased -with oae of hie colored 
servants, and brought him Into Fort 
Myers to offer blur, tor sate. When 
informed that the negroes wore ail 
free ne ejaculated: "White mao'* 
nigger ineybe free, but Indian's nig- 
ger, no," Wheroupon Tiger Tail 
grasped his darky by the nape of his 
neck, pushed him into the canoe and 
paddled back to the Everglades, 
The Seurinoles are quite jealous ot 
any interference with their domain, 
and will not serve ae gHJiJos through 
their country. So strictly is this 
rule maintained that an Indian boy 
who had been raised by Co!. Hendry, 
under an agreement with tho In- 
dians that he may stay six months 
of each year with Col. Hondry and 
six months with his people, could 
not be prevailed upon; for any con- 
sideration, to guide white men into 
the country.
